G.S.R. 280.—The following draft of the Caraway and 
Black caraway Grading and Marking Rules, 1997 which the 
Central Government proposes to make in exercise of the power 
cdnferred under Section 3 of the Agricultural Produce (Grad¬ 
ing and Marking) Act, 1937 (1 of 1937) is hereby published 
as required by the said section, for the information of all 
persons likely to be affected thereby, and notice is hereby 
given that the said draft rules shall be taken into considera¬ 
tion on or after the expiry of a period of forty-five days from 
the date on which copies of the Gazette of India containing 
this notification are made available to the public; 

Any person willing to make any suggestion or objection 
in this regard, may forward the same within the specified 
period to the Agricultural Marketing Adviser to the Govern¬ 
ment of India, Directorate of Marketing and Inspection, Head 
Office, NH-LV, Faridabad-121001 (Haryana) who shall in 
turn forward the same to the Central Government for consi¬ 
deration. 

DRAFT RULES 

1. Short title, application and commencement.—(1) These 
rules may be called the Caraway (Carum- Carvi..Xinai»and 
Black Caraway (Carum Buloocastanaum Koch) Grading and 
Marking Rules, 1997. 

(2) They shall apply to Caraway and black caraway 
whole and powdered. 

(3) They shall come into force from the date of their 
final publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions.—In these rules, unless, the context otherwise 
requires ; 

(1) "Agricultural Marketing Adviser” means the Agri¬ 
cultural Marketing Adviser to the Government of 
India ; 

(2) “Agmark label" and “Agmark replica” means the 
Agmark label and Agmark replica as specified in 
the General Grading and Marking Rules, 1988 ; 

(3) "Approved Chemist" means chemist approved by 
the competent authority to undertake Aftmark grad¬ 
ing ; 

(4) "Approved Laboratory” means labourtory approved 
by the competent authority for testing of caraway 
whole and/or caraway powder for Agmark Grad¬ 
ing ; 

(5) “Authorised packer” means a person or a body of 
persons who has been granted a certificate of autho¬ 
risation to grade and mark the caraway In accor¬ 


dance with the grade standards and procedure spec - 
fied in these rules ; 

(6) "Certificate of Authorisation” means the certificate 
issued under the provisions of the General Grading 
and Marking Rules, 1988 authoris ng a person or 
a body of persons to grade and mark caraway whole 
and powdered with tho grade designation mark ; 

(7) ‘‘General Grading and Marking Rules” means the 
General Grading anti Marking Rules, 1988 made 
under Section 3 of the Agricultural Produce (Grad¬ 
ing and Marking) Act, 1937 (1 of 1937) ; 

(8) “Grade designation matk” means the Agmark label 
referred to in sub-rule (1) of rule 5 or the AGMARK 
replica referred (o in sub-rule (2) of rule 5 of those 
rules as the case may be ; 

(9) “Schedule” means a schedule annexed to these 
rules. 

3 . Grade designation.—For the purpose of the'-e ru'es the 
grade designation shall be tho name of grades which indicate 
the quality of Caraway whole or Caraway powder as given 
under column 1 of Schedule II to V. 

4, Definition of quality.—For the puropse of these rules 
the definitions of the quality shall be such as given against 
each grade designation in columns 2 to 8 of Schedule 
n to v. 

5, Grade designation marks.—(1) The grade designation 
mark shall consists of the AGMARK label as specified n 
part I of Schedule ! (a) and shall specify the name of the 
commodity, grade designation and a design consisting of 
an outline map of India with the word "AGMARK” and 
n figure of rising sun resembling tho design as specified in 
Part-I of Schedule-I (a); or 

(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-rule (1) 
of rule 5 the Agricultural Marketing Adviser or any officer 
duly authorised by him in th s behalf, subject to the condi¬ 
tions specified in sub-rule (4) of rule 10 of the Genetal 
Grading and Marking Rules, 1988, may permit any authori¬ 
sed packer to use AGMARK replica, as specified in Part II 
of Schedule-I (b) consisting of a desigin incorporatiing the 
number of certificate of authorisation, the word "AGMARK", 
name of the commidity and grade designation, Instead of 
Agmark label, 

6. Method of packing.— (1) Caraway whole shall be 
packed in sound, clean and dry jute, cloth bags, polvethvlene 
or polypropylene or in pouches made of food grade plastic 
materials ; 

(2) Caraway powder shall be packed in new, clean, sound 
and dry containers made of tin, gloss or in pouches made of 
lamented (F.xtnisioned metallised/multilayer food grade 
plastiic materials ; 
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(3) The containers shall be free from insect infestation, 
fungus contam'nation, deleterions substances or any unde- 
sirable/obnoxtins smell which may damage the contents; 

(4) The net weight of the caraway whole und/or powder 
packed in container shall be 2 5 gms, 50 gms, 100 gms, 500 
gms, 1 kg and thereafter in multiples of 500 gms as per 
packaged commodities rules 1977 and amendments thereof 
from time to time ; 

(5- Each package shall contain caraway other whole or 
powdered of one grade designation only ; 

(6) Each package shall be securely closed and sealed 
properly. 

(7) Suitable number of small packages for consumers, 
containing the product of the same grade designation and 
from the same lot/batch may be packed in a master con¬ 
tainer ; 

7. Method of Marking.—(1) A prade designation mark 
shall be securely affixed to or printed/stencilled on cu h 
container of caraway whole or powder in a manner approved 
by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser or an officer autho¬ 
rised by him in this behalf m accordance with rule 11 of 
the General Grading and Marking Rules, 1988 ; 

(2) In addition to the grade designation mark, the following 
particulars shall also be clearly and Indelibly marked on each 
container ; 

(a) Place of packing, 

(b) Date of packing, 

(c) Lot/Batch number, 

(d) Net weight, 


(e) Maximum retail price inclusive of all taxes and, 

(f) Name and address of the authorised packer ; 

(3) The ink used for marking shall be of such quality which 
docs not contaminate the commodity ; 

(4) The authorised packer may, after obtaining prior 
approval of the Agricultural Marketing Adviser or any other 
Office duly authorised by him in this regard, in accordance 
with rule 11 of the General Grading and Marking Rules, 
1988 mark his private trade murk on the containers provided 
that the private trade mark does not represent quality or 
grade of the commodity different from that indicated by the 
grade designation mark affixed to the packages in accordance 
with these rules. 

8. Special conditions for grant of certificate of authorisa¬ 
tion.—In addition to the conditions specified in sub-rule (8) 
of rule 3 of the General Grading and Marking Rules, 1988 
the following shall be the additional conditions for grant of 
certificate of authorisation for grading and marking of Cara¬ 
way under those rules, namely 

(a) The authorised packer shall either set up his own 
laboratory manned by a qualified chemist approved 
by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser or an officer 
authorised in this regard, for testing the quality 
of Caraway or has aocess to any approved labora¬ 
tory for the purposes ; 

(b) The premises of processing and packing shall be 
maintained in perfect hygienic and sanitary condi¬ 
tions : 

(c) The personnel engaged in these operations shall 
be in sound health and free from any contagious 
disease.
